These developments in the pro- 
gressive American sweep over the 
south Marianas were reported last 
night by Adm.

The same Second and Fourth 
Marine divisions which helped in 
the bloody investment of Saipan 
wound up Monday, July 31, the 
drive they began July 23 on the 
fine air base island of Tinian. 
2,500 OTHERS KILLED 

On Guam, as Yank conquerors 
of the south half straightened 
their lines with advances of a half 
to three miles, carrier planes 
spread death among enemy con- 
centrations in the north part, in- 
creasing a Nipponese toll which 
already exceeds 6,000. 

More than 2,500 others have 
been killed on Tinian. An addi- 
tional 2,000 are being cut to pieces 
in the cave and beach area of 
Marpo Point on South Tinian by 
Marines who earlier aided in the 
slaughter of more than 21,000 Nip- 
ponese on Saipan. 

The Leatherneck sweep down 
Tinian’s 12-mile length, aided by 
a destructive secret weapon, over- 
ran two airfields the Japanese 
built. 

On Guam, northbound Yanks 
occupied four small towns while 
straightening out their line which 
extends from a mile north of the 
captured capital city of Agana on 
the west coast to Pago Bay on the 


east. 
ENEMY CONFINED 

The fierce bombing and rocket 
attack plainly indicates the tactic- 
ians are doing their utmost by 
air and. sea to prevent as much 
bloodshed as possible among the 
American troops when they drive 
into the rugged northern area. 

Nimitz issued three communi- 
ques today on the Marianas. The 
first one reported the Marines 
had driven the enemy into an 
area on Tinian of about 11-2 
square miles.

Hurricane Lashes Wilmington 


For 4 Hours, Then Veers Inland

Wilmington, normally a city of 
about 40,000, has a war-swollen 
population twice as large, and the 
evacuees presented a serious hous- 
ing and feeding problem. Long 
lines of homeless trying to get into 
hotel lobbies formed on the streets 
for several blocks long. 


Appeals were made to private 
home owners, and two large con- 
voys of refugees were taken to 
Camp Davis for shelter. 


Authorities said that they had 
evacuated everyone they could 
find from the beaches. So far no 
loss has been reported. 

As the storm continued, traffic 
in the city of Wilmington became 
almost impossible. A reporter for 
the Wilmington Star-News said 
that nearly every block had fallen 
trees, many of them ancient oaks,

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Russian Front 


LONDON, Aug. 2 (Wednesday). 
(?) — The Russian First Baltic 
Army drove to the Baltic sea yes- 
terday, isolating two German ar- 
mies in Estonia and Latvia, while 
two other powerful Soviet army 
groups captured Kaunas, prewar 
capital of Lithuania, and closed a 
steel arc of siege around burning 
Warsaw. 

The Baltic trap was closed by 
Gen. Ivan C. Bagramian’s men, 
who seized Tukums, rail center 
nine miles south of the Gulf of 
Riga and 30 miles almost due west 
of the city of Riga, and used it 
for a base to drive on to the gulf, 
cutting the last overland commu- 
nications of any sort between East 
Prussia and the north Baltic states. 


100 TOWNS TAKEN 


Six*other railway stations were 
among more than 100 towns taken 
in pressing home the Red wedge, 
the Soviet midnight communique 
announced, describing the threat 
of German catastrophe in a single 
sentence: 

Zour troops have cut all 
roads leading from the Baltic to 
East Prussia.”

But Bagramian had 
sent an armored column racing 
after them, reported Daniel De 
Luce, Associated Press correspond- 
ent in Moscow. 

Two thousand Germans were 
killed Monday in vainly opposing 
the Soviet smash to the sea, Mos- 
cow’s communique related. 

"OO LATE TO FLEE 

The other Germans, from Riga 
northward, apparently had waited 
too late to flee. Now four Russian 
armies were closing in on them 
from the northeast, east, south- 
east and south. 

Their only communication with 
the fatherland, either for escape 
or supply, was by sea and air, and 
the Russians already have de- 
clared intentions of keeping those 
lines under fire. 

A steady stream of civilian Ger- 
man fugitives was reported pour- 
ing into the hazardous refuge of 
Riga. 

The Germans claimed they had 
driven Bagramian’s forces back in 
the Siauliai area so that 12 miles 
separated them from those thrust- 
ing to the gulf of Riga, but even 
if true, this was a minor success 
offering small promise of saving 
the German armies to the north. 

The Russian communique, 
broadcast from Moscow and re- 
corded in London by the Soviet 
monitor, reiterated Premier Sta- 
lin’s earlier order of the day an- 
nouncing that Kaunas had been 
taken by storm by Gen. Ivan D. 
Cherniakhovsky’s third White Rus- 
sian army, and told of continuing 
progress on all the northern sec- 
tors of the 800-mile front. 


NAZI GENERAL TAKEN 


West of Siedice, in the Warsaw 
direction, the Russians reported 
capture of another Nazi general, 
Lt. Gen. Franke, of the routed 73d 
infantry division, along with all 
his staff. 

On the battle for Warsaw itself 
the communique was silent, as is 
the Soviet custom when great op- 
erations still are in a process: of 
development. 

Moscow dispatches, however, 
said the Germans evidently were 
putting Warsaw to the torch in 
preparation for a retreat as the

Checkup last night revealed that doughboys had rounded up 7,800 German pris- 
oners of war in a single day as American armored forces in a 10-mile advance broke 
out of Normandy, entering Brittany, and threatening the heart of France. Meanwhile, 
Russian forces drove to the Baltic, isolating two German armies which contain possibly 
350,000 men. Other Soviet groups captured Kaunas, prewar capital of Lithuania, and 
closed a steel arc about Warsaw, to which the Nazis had applied the torch. In Italy 
five German divisions lashed bitterly in a vain effort to halt the methodical ad- 
vance of Allied forces on Ftorence.

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‘Force’ High on Agenda 
Of Security Conferees 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 1.—(4)—The question of the proper organi- 
zation and use of military force to suppress aggressor nations and 
preserve world peace will be a major concern in conversations among 
Britain, Russia and the United States at a world security conference 
to begin here August 14, officials disclosed today. 


The attention to be given the 
use of force was emphasized by 
the fact that out of 16 advisory 
members of the American delega- 
tion, six are generals and admiarls. 

Acting Secretary of State Ed- 
ward R. Stettinius announced 
plans for the three-power meetings. 

“The informal] conversations on 
international organization for 
peace and security between repre- 
sentatives of this government, rep- 
resentatives of the United King- 
dom and representatives of the 
Soviet Union will begin on the 
morning of August 14 at Dumbar- 
ton Oaks,” Stettinius told a news 
conference. 


CHINA INCLUDED LATER 


“After the conclusion of these 
conversations, representatives of 
this government, representatives 
of the United Kingdom and repre- 
sentatives of China will conduct 
similar conversations on the same 
subject at the same place.” 

Dumbarton Oaks, a famous old 
estate, is located in the George- 
town section of the District of 
Columbia 

Stettinius will head the Ameri- 
can delegation, but Secretary of 
State Hull will keep in close touch 
with all developments. Hull, Stet- 
tinius said, probably will open the 
sessions. 

Britain’s conferees will be head- 
ed by Alexander Cadogen and 
Maxim Litvinoff, vice commissar 
for foreign affairs, may head the 
Russian group.

When 
he attempted to visit the United 
States field at Fairbanks where 
the planes were turned over to the 
Russians, he was politely but firm- 
ly refused admittance by the pub- 
lic relations officer in charge, al- 
though he was a fully accredited 
war correspondent. 


“They wouldn’t let me see the 
planes or talk to any of the Rus- 
sian pilots,” he said yesterday, re- 
calling the incident, “but they did 
allow me to go to the bachelor 
officer arters to get a much 
needed’ haircut. While I was in 
the barber’s chair, a Russian pilot 
took a seat in the next chair and 
also had a haircut. He was a 
handsome, square-shouldened man, 
who looked older than most of our 
pilots. The barber told me most 
of the pilots were like him. 

“People in Fairbanks told me 
that the Russian pilots were very 
popular.and were favorites at all 
parties.

“Come on in. We're just start- 
ing to cook a steak,” said Mrs. 
Mildred Watson, of 1459 Lucile 
avenue, S. W. She led the way 
into the kitchen where two young 
Army sergeants were eyeing the 
steaks with great anticipation. 

She had invited the two boys 
home when she met them down- 
town, in search of a place to eat. 
She has been doing this for a year 
now, fixing home-cooked meals for 
boys away from home, giving 
them a home in which to spend 
the weekend, and picnics, dates, 
and home life as it should be. 

When her son, Howard P- Wat- 
son, 22, a Southern Bell Telephone 
Company employe, was rejected 
from the Army for a knee injury 
received in high school athletics, 
they decided that the only thing 
they could do was to buy bonds 
and help the boys in the service 
in every way possible. 

And they’ve done it. They call 
their home “a home away from 
home,” and boys from all over 
the country agree with them. 
ALWAYS READY 

Howard brings his friends, their 
friends, and any other soldier, 
sailor, or marine who wants to 
come out for the weekend. “He 
just calls me and says, ‘Mother, 
there’ll be five or six or seven-for 
tonight,’ and we're ready for 
them!” said Mrs. Watson, who is a 
private nurse. 

“We serve breakfast, lunch, and 
a light supper to them on Sun- 
day,” she went on. “The only re- 
quirement we have is that they 
go to church Sunday morning.” 

Howard Watson is president of 
his Sunday school class, and he 
sees that the boys are up in time 
to attend services. “Sometimes I 


have to press or mend uniforms 
or sew on buttons, but they get 
there looking neat,” Mrs. Watson 
commented. ' 

She brought out a memo book 
filled with the addresses of the 
boys they took care of in July. 
There were more than 30 names 
of boys from Florida, South Caro- 
lina, Ohio, Tennessee, Massachu- 
setts, California, North Carolina, 
Louisiana, New York, and of 
course, Georgia. 

LEND THEM MONEY 

“If they’re broke, we lend them 
money,” declared Mrs. Watson, 
“and if they don’t have transporta- 
tion back to camp, we buy their 
tickets. We don’t like them to 
have to stand on street corners 
and hitch-hike, you see.” 

An orphan from childhood, the 
kindly brunette mother was mar- 
ried when she was 14. Her hus- 
band was killed in an accident be- 
fore she was 20. “People who have 
missed having a real home don’t 
realize how much a home can 
mean,” she explained. She lived 
in an orphanage.

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Quezon Dies on Eve 


Of Philippine Freedom 


SARANAC LAKE, N. Y., Aug. 1.—(4)—The frail body of Manuel | 
Quezon, 65, exiled president of the Philippine commonwealth, failed 
today, and the man who fought unceasingly for the freedom of his— 
native land died at his summer home. | 

Cause of death was given as pulmonary tuberculosis, from which | 
Quezon suffered for years. At the bedside were members of 
his official family and relatives, | 
all of whom escaped with the. 
president in a submarine Febru- 
ary 20, 1942, as the Philippines 
fell before Japanese invaders. 

Plans for burial here not com- 
pleted tonight, but it was indicat- 
ed services would be held in Wash- 
ington, D. C. Meanwhile, Sergio 
Osmena, Philippine vice president, . 
took the oath of president in the 
capital from Associate Justice 
Robert H. Jackson of the supreme 
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fight for the independence of his 
people. Since coming to the Unit- 
ed States he sought to maintain 
long-distance civil government in 
the Philippines and at the same 
time grimly fought his illness. 

Upon receiving President Roose- 
velt’s assurance that his country 
would become independent of the 
United States as soon as the Japa- 
nese were pushed out, he exchang- | 
ed several notes with the chief 
executive, pledging loyalty to this 
nation. | 

As a young man he opposed the 
Spanish occupation of the Philip- | 
pines, and when the United States 
ousted the Spaniards in 1898, he 
joined the forces of Emilio Aquin- 
aldo, opposing American control. 

When the Aguinaldo revolt fail- 
ed, he returned to the study of 
law, and then continued as a Fili- 
pino leader. Prior to his election 
as president in 1935 he filled nu- 
merous other offices, including 
that of president of the insular 
senate, 


Quezon Succumbed 


‘In Full Confidence’ 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 1.—(4)— 
President Roosevelt said today 
that President Manuel Quezon, of |

died “in full confidence” that his 
people would be freed of foreign 
domination and with the assist- 
ance of the United States become

The President's statement 
sued at the White House: 

“The death of my old friend 
Manuel Quezon, of the Philippine 
is profoundly 
shocking, although I knew, as did 
his many friends, that only a 
fierce determination had kept him 
alive these past several years. 

“President Quezon died without 
seeing the cause of Philippine in- 
dependence fully realized. Death | 
came at a time when the nation 
he loved and for whose welfare 
he labored many years is in the. 
hands of the Japanese invader. 
He died, however, in full confi- 
dence that the 18,000,000 Filipinos 
of his homeland will be freed of 
foreign domination and that, with 
the pledged assistance of the 
United States, they will become 
a self-governed people. | 

“We will always remember. 
President Quezon with admiration 
and affection. He will be remem- | 
bered by his people with the re- 
spect and veneration that we in| 
the United States have for the | 
name of George Washington.” |

A New Republic ; 


On June 17, 1944, Lydveldid Island, the native name for Ice- 
land, ceased to be an appendage of Denmark and became the 
Republic of Iceland. This action followed a vote taken in 
May this year in which 97 per cent of the 124,000 inhabitants of 
the 40,000-square-mile island decided to sever the tie with Den- 
mark which had existed since 1380. 

Settled by Norwegians in 874 A. D., the first republic on this 
side of the Atlantic*was established in 930 A. D., with the Althing 
(parliament) as its governing body. In 1926, 262 years after Lief 
Ericsson discovered the mainland of America, Iceland fell under 
contro] of Norway. then in 1380 it came under domination of 
Denmark, to remain a part of that country until it fell to the 
Nazis. 

Yielding a livelihood only to toilers, Iceland is a nation of 
hardy fishermen and farmers. Refrigerator ships have in recent 
years expanded the world market for the island’s herring and 
cod. Farmers herd sheep, raise hay and potatoes on volcanic 
soil, and have green houses heated by water from hot springs 
which abound in this region of volcanoes, lava streams and 
geysers. " 

Only two-fifths of the island is habitable, and one-third of 
the population lives in modern Rykjavik on the southwestern 
coast, where the Gulf stream helps to keep midwinter almost as 
mild ae it is in New York. The city is the center of Iceland’s cul- 
ture, having a university, six daily newspapers Many magazines, 
and music, art and drama are encouraged.

‘The Weaker Vessel,’ 
And Her November Vote 


Mr. Frank Kent, a distinguished political 
writer of considerable acidity, long famous as 
one of the stars in the orbit of the Baltimore 
Sun, has written that talk of the women’s vote 
deciding the election in November is just that. Talk. 

The truth is, says Mr. Kent, “the great bulk of women (and this 
includes those of the highest intelligence as well as the lowest) 
vote the way the male heads of their families do. If they have 
no husbands, they are influenced by their uncles, brothers or lovers. 
... It is partly due to the instinctive tendency of the female to 
rely upon the male. ... It will take a good many years before they 
fully can overcome the instinct or break themselves of the habit.” 

This is the theory of “‘the weaker vessel” and “frailty, thy name 
is woman.” 

I doubt the soundness of it. A great many men, as wise as Mr. 
Kent, have spent long hours of study seeking to determine what 
women will do. . ;

‘Your town and ours hold a rich- 
ness and fullness of life, in possi- 
bilities if not always in actuality, 
that cannot be equaled anywhere. 
The soldier on a foreign battle- 
front, it is said, longs for the sight 
of some trivial, familiar thing that 
was a part of his life back home. 
Is it too much to hope that the 
even tenor of daily life in Cuth- 
bert provides her sons on foreign 
soil with memories worth cherish- 
ing and coming back to?

There is much discussion, these days, of the 
controls which must be imposed upon defeated 
: P Germany, after that nation has surrendered to 

the Allied Nations, if we are to avert another 
world war to follow the present conflict a few years hence. 

Now, I do not pretend to rival, in knowledge or intellectual 
logic, the statesmen who will be responsible for world policy after 
the war. There are, however, three things which, it seems ap- 
parent, must be done if there is to be any hope of saving the world 
from another German-launched holocaust. And, if we permit such 
a third world tragedy, it is quite obvious that will constitute noth- 
The 
new weapons which are appearing on the battle fronts today, while 
too late to affect the result of this war, will spell world-wide de- 
struction after they are fully developed for the next. It is up to 
the free nations, to the United Nations, to see to it that suicide of 
civilization dées not occur. 

So, it is my purpose, in this column, to set forth the three things 
which must be done and the reasons why they are so vital. 

First, there must be rigid military control of the German people 
until the present miseducated, mentally distorted generation of 
“Hitler youth” dies out. 

Second, there must be carefully supervised education of the 
new generation of German children, as they reach school age, to 
make sure they are taught truth instead of the foul falsehoods of 
the Nazi-controlled schools of the past decade. 

Third, there must be full awareness, by the entire peoples of 
the free nations, of the constant danger of insidious German prop- 
aganda and infiltration of their agents into other lands. 

These three are the primary essentials if the world is to save 


itself from the destruction which, even after the coming cessation 


of fighting in Europe, will still lurk, a foul miasma only driven 
underground, in the spirit of Junkers militarism. 

Let us take the three necessities, one at a time, and do a little 
analytic study. It may require more than one column. If so, we’ll 
continue for another day or two. Hoping that, in attempting to 
treat the topics exhaustively, we don’t exhaust ourselves. 


THE TRUTH WILL SHOCK SOME In — to the Hitler 
youth: 


When, after Allied occupation of Germany, freedom of the press, 
the radio and other channels of information is restored to the Ger- 
man people, there will be a terrific psychological shock for some 
of them. Not a majority, but a few who are still able to recognize 
truth when they see it. 

For so many years the entire German nation has been told only 
what the Nazis Wished them to hear, they are tragically ignorant 
of the truth about the foulness of Hitlerism and Nazism, they know 
nothing of the true background of world events for more than ten 
years. : 

It will, inevitably, take time to rid their minds of the falsehood 
they have accepted as truth and to make them learn the real history 
of their own times. 

As for the younger people, the “Hitler youth,” most of these 
will never know the truth. For they are such fanatics, they are 
so saturated with the inherent falsehood of Hitlerism, they will 
simply close their minds and disbelieve whatever truth we may 


try to tell them. 

MUST BE CONTROLLED This is the German generation for 
! which there is no hope. They 

are doomed to live and to die under the foul contamination of the 

lies the Nazis taught them from their first days in school. 

These are the young men who fight after all hope is gone, who 
find glory in dying for that pitiful Fuehrer, who constityte the 
hardest fighters we have to meet. 

They are fanatics of the worst stamp. They glory in their 
fanaticism. They are of the type which revelled in wholesale 
slaughter of Jews and other helpless victims. They constitute an 
entire nation of mental sick. 

It is useless to hope to re-educate such as these. It would be 
foolish and dangerous to believe them if they protest they have 
seen the error of their philosophy of life. They would but be 
carrying out the Hitler theme of fighting with lies. 

They will be, after the coming surrender, the vicious force of 
the new German underground. 

They can only be controlled by force, for that is the only argu- 
ment they recognize. Which means, simply, the United Nations will 
have to hold Germany in rigid, military grasp until such. time as 
a better educated, a new generation, has grown up to form the 
majority of the German people.

Campaign Trip 


PITTSBURGH, Aug. 1.—Gov. 
Tom Dewey came over here from 
New York during the night with 
Mrs. Dewey and a lot of others, 
bound for a conference in St. Louis 
on Wednesday and Thursday of 26 
Republican governors, including, 
of course, himself and John Brick- 
er, of Ohio. For some obscure 
reason, possibly of political deli- 
cacy or through intent to deceive 
the Democrats, some one has tried 
to create an impression that this 
is not a campaign trip, which it is 
nothing else but, and that the train 
of nine cars on the Pennsylvania 
railroad, which is waiting in the 
yard at this writing, is not a special 
but just another section of a regu- 
lar train. 


In some _ technical meaning, 
known only to railroad men and 
the Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion, it may not be a special train, 
but in all other respects it is. How- 
ever, it is not so very special, at 
that, for the equipment, with the 
exception of the conventional pri- 
vate car on the stern, rented from 
the Pullman Company, is just ordi- 
nary. To rent a private car you 
just pay 18 fares. You might want 
to try it some time.

They are saying he created this

party, as Mussolini ran the Fas- 
cists. 

This fight will develop as the 
campaign warms up and should be 
very interesting because the pro- 
fessionals of union politics all 
know one another of old, having 
been allies in various kinds of 
dirty work in the past, and have 
plenty on each other. Unlike the 
machine politicians of the conven- 
tional type, they call each other 
crooks, murderers, racketeers and 
Communists out loud when they 
get going, instead of keeping their 
old business secrets to themselves. 
Mr. Dewey ts in a unique position 
as a candidate because he sent a 
lot of boss racketeers to prison dur- 
ing his spell as district attorney, 
and he knows the background of 
many of those who are still at 
large, including the relationship 
between the union of Sidney Hill- 
man, the boss of Mr. Big’s CIO- 
Communist wing, and the late Mr.

If Mr. Fish should be re-elected, for example, and if the 
publicans should capture control of congress in the November elee 
tion, he would emerge as the next chairman of the House Rules 
Committee, one of the most important posts in the house structure. 
In view of his record, that would be utterly incongruous. 

Or if the same thing had happened two years ago, Fish would 
have appeared as the chairman of the House Foreign Affairs Com- 
mittee. That would have been even worse. 

Both parties owe it to the country to do what Gov. Dewey has 
done—repudiate men of the Fish type wherever they rear their 
heads.

The Old Pest House 
And the Calaboose 


It is interesting to watch the pieces fall into 
place and to see suddenly a whole pattern shaping 


up before one’s eyes. 


It had not been planned 


that way, it just happened. 
. The writer was merely looking around for characters who stood 
out, either because of certain personal characteristics or because their 
professions were unique or, on the other hand, typical. There was 


apparently no relation between 
them, a photograph here of a mule 
dealer about 1900 sitting before 
his stables and amusing himself 
by running fifty-dollar gold pieces 
through his fingers, an old lady 
there with her sample case of cos- 
metics, the switch-maker calling 
at homes to ask housewives for 
their hair-combings, a photog- 
rapher with his tent folded up in 
@ pony cart, driving out saree 
the country to make pictures in 
return for apples and poultry. 
There was no connection at all— 
and yet, all at once there was a 
complete picture of a middle Geor- 
ia smal] town at the turn of the 
entury; its name was Thomaston, 
but that was only incidental, for 
there were hundreds of others just 
like it, no better and no worse. 
There were churches on the cor- 
ners warring constantly with the 
open saloons; mothers saying, " 
must get the seamstress to make a 
white burial dress for poor Julia, 
she can’t possibly get well. But if 


she does and we don’t need it for. 


Julia, then Helen can graduate in 
it. I'll try to go to town tomorrow 
for the material; no, I can’t go to- 
morrow because it’s Saturday.” 


UNSAFE SATURDAYS 


It was true, no lady could go 
to town on Saturday afternoon in 
1900; it was not quite safe. For 
in the old days of open saloons 
the lady might come upon pros- 
trate figures on the sidewalks and 
they were sure to be in the gul- 
leys between sidwalk and muddy 
red road. The policeman—there 
was only one—and his deputy 
were busy the whole afternoon 
collecting those sprawling figures, 
and from their lace-curtained win- 
dows the ladies watched. The 
figures were gathered up uncere- 
moniously, pitched into a wheel- 
barrow and rolled over to the 
calaboose several blocks away. 

You say that this sounds like 
pioneer days in the west, a min- 
ing town in Arizona or Colorado? 
Well, it was the south of magno- 
lias and honeyshuckle, where 
front verandas dripped with lacy 
wisteria vines. Imside, grand- 
father was reading Lord Byron 
and mother was perhaps playing 
dominoes. 

But the calaboose was a log 
house with no floor and-no win- 
dows, air entered only through 
an iron grating in the door. On 
one occasion several) years later 
aman was picked up foaming at 
th mouth and taken immediately 
to tHe calaboose, but this one 
wasn't drunk, it was discovered 
subsequently. He had hydropho- 
bia. 

BEST THEY KNEW 

The city fathers were doing the 
best they knew for the morals 
and health of the community. On 
the outskirts of town they had 
built a pesthouse, a three-room 
affair shaped like an L (or a 
“shotgun” house) with two fire- 
places and a stack chimney, and 
inside were iron beds for patients. 
“Poor Julia” could die at home in 
her own bed, of consumption, but 
smallpox was another matter. 

One of the earliest patients was 
a colored man who was living in 
the backyard of a prominent fam- 
ily, and when the nature of his 
iliness was discovered he was 
taken in a wagon by night to the 
pesthouse. The doctor had had 
smallpox during the Civil War 
and agreed to treat him: For how 
much? Oh, the fee would be rea- 
sonable, very reasonable. 

Meals were carried out from 
town and, as in subsequent cases, 
handed to the attending darky 
(who acted as nurse) at a dis- 
tance of about a hundred yards 
from the house. The patient re- 
covered and the doctor sent in 
his statement to the white folks— 
a bill for $500.00, because it was 
so dangerous to treat smallpox! 
But even at that, the fee was con- 
sidered exorbitant, and it was 
turned over for arbitration to the 
other ddoctors. Their decision? 
Five hundred dollars was not an 
excessive price. 

During the epidemic of 1904 the 
pesthouse could in no way accom- 
modate the victims, and one lady, 
who ran a boarding house, had six 
patients at one time; she remark- 
ed that she had a private pest- 
house of her own. Others were

farm houses where they were 
tended by faithful darkies, and 
women thus sent off wept as if 
they were being taken to the guil- 
lotine..

It was situated where the high- 
way and welfare offices are now 
and citizens would walk a mile 
to, keep from passing it. City Po- 
liceman D. Rogers recalls chop- 
ping down weeds and brush 
around it on a cold February day 
in 1927. That summer there were 
one or two cases there, tended by 
Peg, a colored street hand. Early 
the following year the building 
burned—it was fortunately empty 
at the time—and thus ended an 
era. 

It was an era of paradoxical 
contras‘s, but one 
enough to form the background 
for a novel.

Postwar Legislation Is 
Sure To Affect Elections 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 1.—Real- 
ization by both the Republican 
and Democratic high commands 
that rapid progress of Allied ar- 
mies has advanced equally the do- 
mestic political calendar may 
a the session of congress, 

ich convened yesterday, one of 
the most momentous in American 
history. 


The point of the matter is that 
issues of after-war policy, at home 
and abroad, which both President 
Roosevelt and congress hoped a 
month ago to put over until after 
election, suddenly have become 
acute. 

First and foremost with this re- 
gard is the problem of industrial 
reconversion. Sen. Varidenberg 
threw the administration into a 
veritable panic when he revealed 
on Thursday that he had summop- 
ed a meeting of the Republican 
steering committee of the senate 
for Tuesday to discuss ways and 
means of speeding up reconversion 
legislation. 

Telephones of Democratic con- 
gressional leaders throughout the 
country began jingling with calls 
from both James F. Byrnes in 
Washington and Bernard M. Ba- 
ruch in New York, 

The result was tHat. whereas 
Speaker Rayburn and House Ma- 
jority Leader John W. McCormack 
at first had pooh-poehed the sug- 
gestion that congress should short- 
en its intended vacation until Sep- 
tember 1, both these officials is- 
sued statements calling for imme- 
diate action on the reconversion 
problem. 

Gov. Thomas E. Dewey mean- 
while is heading for Pittsburgh 
and St. Louis, with reconversion 
policy the tog item on his pro- 
gram. Even more than Sen. Van- 
denberg’s senate minority steer- 
ing committee, what Gov. Dewey 
has to say during the current week 
is likely to guide Republican con- 
gressional action. 

CIO ATTITUDE 

A ticklish aspect of the situation 
from the Democratic standpoint is 
that the CIO political action com- 
mittee, in the forefront of Presi- 
dent Roosevelt’s fourth-term sup- 
port, is pressing for measures far 
more radical than either Byrnes 
or Baruch have been willing to 
countenance. 

With the passage shortly before 
the June recess of a_ contract 
termination bill, unemployment 
insurance and disposal of surplus 
property were left as the main 
questions still to be dealt with. 

As to the first of these, a bill re- 
ported by the Senate Postwar Po)- 
icy Committee, headed by Sen. 
Walter F. George, of Georgia, pro- 
poses to leave the reconversion un- 
employment problem initially to 
the states. It stipulates an increase 
in coverage by making compensa- 
tion applicable to concerns employ- 
ing four or more ns, instead 
of the present t or more, but 
otherwise would have the federal 
government do no more than set 
up a fund to tide over states whose 
existing unemployment reserves 
might be exhausted. 

This measure proceeds from the 
fact that the states, as of May 25 
last, have $5,285,000,000 of unem- 
ployment insurance funds on 
hand. Of the industrial states like- 
ly to be most seriously affected, 
New York had $723,000,000; Cali- 
fornia, $531,000,000; Pennsylvania, 


“ 
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$523,000,000; Illinois, $404,000,000; 
Ohio, $364,000,000; New Jersey, 
$328,000,000; and Michigan, $233,- 
000,000. 

Among these states California, 
Illinois and Michigan have fixed 
the maximum weekly benefit at 
$20; New York, New Jersey and 
na CT dling at $18;. and Ohio 
a . 


As against the basic principle 
that the states should continue to 
carry the unemployment load so 
long as their reserves last and that 
state standards of compensation 
shall prevail, the CIO is urging 
complete . federalization, calling 
for payment at present war wage 
rates, plus overtinie. In some in- 
stances, under the CIO plan, work- 
ers would get more from the gov- 
ernment for doing nothing than 
their present pay, calculated for a 
straight 40-hour week. 


FDR DILEMMA 


President Roosevelt's political 
dilemma is self-evident. If he fol- 
lows the CIO in support of federa)- 
ization of unemployment compen- 
sation at the bloated rates pro- 
posed, he will provide Mr. Dewey 
with an excellent economy issue; 
and if he goes for the George State- 
responsibility plan, he will dis- 
please the CIO. 

The situation is further compli- 
cated by insistence of the CIO that 
unemployment compensation legis- 
lation and direction for disposal of 
surplus property—both plants and 
left-over stocks of consumer goods 
oe be included in the same 


In contrast with unemployment 
compensation as to which the is- 
sue at least is clearly drawn, the 
administration itself hasn’t said 
yet what it wants to do about sur- 
plus disposal, and agreement in 
congress is even more remote. 

And while reconversion is the 
question presently uppermost, it 
may prove secondary to the over- 
seas phases of after-war policy if 
Germany should throw up the 
sponge within the next few weeks. 
The one thing tertain on the latter 
score is that the American govern- 
ment is even farther from an un- 
derstanding with its principal al- 
lies respecting the future of Ger- 
many than it is with regard to the 
after-war domestic economy. 

The disturbing circumstance is 
that the United States may be 
compelled to chart its future 
course, both at home and abroad, 
at the height of a presidential elec- 
tion campaign. ,

PRINCETON, N. J., Aug. 1.— 
There is little evidence, as of to- 
day, to support the belief that the 
threatened anti-Roosevelt revolt of 
the deep south has reached below 
the leadership level. 

There has been some popular 
defection from Roosevelt, of 
course, and it is especially marked 
in those deep southern states 
which have showed strongest signs 
of revolt among the leaders, par- 
ticularly in Mississippi where 


centage points behind 1940. 

Nevertheless, intensive  inter- 
viewing by field reporters in 
scores of towns, cities and farm 
areas in the deep southern states 
shows Roosevelt retaining an 
overwhelming lead among the 
rank and file civilian voters. 

And, assuming that the electors 
in these states follow the vote of 
the rank and file, the 90 electoral 
votes of Alabama, Arkansas, Flor- 
ida, Georgia, Louisiana, Mississip- 
pi, South Carolina and Texas can 
be placed, as of today, in the 
“safely Democratic” column. 

Following is the box score in 
these states today in answer to 
the question: “If the presidential 
election were being held today, 
how would you vote—for Dewey 
or for Roosevelt?”

All-Salad Supper Plates Easily Served, 
Should Have Variety in Texture and Color

As summer moves on into the 
languorous dog days salads be- 
come increasingly important. The 
salad-plate supper is growing in 
popularity because of its unlimit- 
ed possibilities and the ease with 
which it is served indoors or out, 
s0 suppose we consider some 
salad-plate ideas today. The suc- 
cess of this type of supper de- 
pends upon the combinations, 
which should include some 
crunchy foods, like crisp celery, 
carrot sticks, nuts, and pickles and 
something that is filling and ap- 
petite-satisfying, as potato or 
macaroni salad, frankfurters, meat, 
or cheese.

_stuffed with cottage cheese, as- 
sorted  relishes—olives, carrots, 
green onions and radish roses. 


To make the Macaroni Salad: 


1 package elbow macaroni 

1 cup diced celery or cucumber 

1 cup diced American cheese 

1 cup diced cooked frankfurters 

1-4 cup chopped pimento 

2 cups diced hard-cooked eggs 

1-4 cup chopped green pepper 

Salt and pepper to taste 

Mayonnaise to blend 

Have all ingredients thoroughly 
chilled. Toss lightly together just 
before serving time.

Pounds

Relax before pro- 
ceeding with the second exercise, 

To roll away boxy hips. 

Position:* Lying back on floor 
with elbows bent and weight rest- 
ing on forearms at sides, legs 
straight down together but feet 
held slightly off floor. Position 
should bring weight to bear on 
area just below the waistline. 

Movement: Roll from side to 
side 30 times, later increasing to 
50. Relax. 

To smooth hips, incorporated, 
humps, bumps and all. 

Position: Lying on back on 
floor with feet straight up in air 
together, arms out on floor about 
in line with shoulders. 

Movement: Hold hat position 
and roll over on right side and on 
right arm and elbow. Then roll 
up and over on the left side. For 
a starter 12 counts will be enough. 
Later increase to 25, 

™n each of these rollers, the fat 
pad must be the target. Which- 
ever way you roll, try to wring as 
much weight as possible to bear 
directly on the bulge. Here is an 
exercise that operates on the same 
principle. 

Position: Sitting on floor with 
legs straight down, Hands on hips, 
lower abdominal muscles 
pulled up. 

Movement: “Walk” with the 
hip muscles, shoving the left leg, 
then the right ahead. Then “walk” 
backward, using the hip muscles 
for the reverse action. All the 
motion should be centered in 
these muscles.

Dr. Robert S. Barrett, of Alex- 
andria, Va., formerly of Atlanta, 
was elected yesterday as grand 
exalted ruler of the Benevolent 
and Protective Order of Elks at 
the 18th annual session of the 
Grand Lodge, in conference in 
Chicago this week, according to an 
Associated Press dispatch. 


The election of Dr. Barrett 
brings Atlanta again in. close 
touch with this big fraternal or- 
ganization. He follows within 
three years to occupy the high 
place filled by Judge John S. Mc- 
Clelland, of this city, who placed 
his name in nomination. 


Dr. Barrett, in his childhood and 
young manhood, lived in Atlanta. 
He graduated from the Boys’ High 
school here, later completing his 
education at the University of the 
South, where he received his doc- 
tor of civil laws degree, and 
George Washington University. 
His father served as rector of St. 
Luke’s church in Atlanta for many 
years, He was married in 1908 to 
Miss Viola Tupper, of this city. 
They have four children. His old- 
est son, Tupper. is a colonel with 
the Army in France; his second 
son, Waller, is a dollar-a-year of- 
ficial of the United States Ship- 
ping Board; his third son, Paul, is 
a commander in the United States 
Navy. His daughter, Mrs. Green- 
land, lives in Alexandria, Va. Dr. 
Barrett is a brother of the late 
Maj. Charles D. Barrett, who was 
recently killed in the South Pa- 
cific. 


NATIVE OF VIRGINIA 


Dr. Barrett is a native of Wythe- 
ville, Va. His mother was one of 
America’s great women. She stud- 
ied medicine after her marriage, 
and was one of the founders of 
the National Florence Crittenton 
Mission, She was president of this 
mission until her death in 1925, 
and was succeeded by her son, 
Robert, who has successfully car- 
ried this work on, serving in that 
capacity now. He has also served 
as president of the Virginia Press 
Association, treasurer of the Com- 
mission on Faith and Order of the 
Protestant Episcopal church. and 
grand master of the Grand Lodge 
of Masons of Virginia. 

Following his election, Dr. Rob- 
ert S. Barrett suggested to the 
Grand Lodge a plan whereby the

REHABILITATION PLAN 


In his speech of acceptance, Dr. 
Barrett told of the plan adopted 
by his home lodge. No. 758, of 
Alexandria, Va., which has ap- 
pointed a rehabilitation commis- 
sion of five members for terms of 
three years each. 

“An appropriation of $10 for 
each member of the lodge pro- 
vides the commission with funds 
to carry out its program,” he said. 
“Tf all lodges adopted a similar 
program we would have $6,000,000 
for rehabilitation purposes.

WLB Explains 


Bonus Plans 


Production must be increased 
and total costs should be decreased 


with no increase in the unit labor 
cost before the War Labor Board 
will approve incentive bonus plans 
proposed by many industries, Vice 
Chairman Alvin B. Biscoe, of the 
fourth\regional WLB, explained. 

Pointing out the criteria used by 
WLB in passing judgment on pro- 
poséd incentive bonus plans 
brought before them, Biscoe said 
the increase in the incentive bonus 
must not exceed the increase in 
production. \ 

“For example,” ~he said, “a 
bonus:plan with an increase of one 
per cent earnings for an inc #3e 
of one per cent in production is 
approvable. However, an increase 
of two per cent in earnings for an 
incréase of one per cent in produc- 
tion is not approvable.” 

Biscoe made the explanation 
after many applications for bonus 
plans to be started in various in- 
dustries had not been approved by 
WLB because production would 
not have. equalled the increased 
cost or earning.
